It. was 
ravaged minny times by.the Sara- 
cens and sacked by pirates from the 
Barbary’ Coast. But even when pil- 
laged, destroyed, and razed to: the 
ground, it has olwoys made o re- 
covery. Which isn't too astonishing, 
for surely man would not willingly’ 
make a desert out of such an oasis 
of fertility and beauty. 


One of the historical chapters of 
Grasse deals with Napoleon, who 
visited it after’ his escape. from 
Elbo, As he rode up-through the 
valley from the shore, doors were 
barricaded and streets were empty, 
for somehow word had got around 
that pirates were about to attack.
